3.1 The Settling Defendants agree to. settle with Plaintiff for $4O 000 (forty thousand
dollars) The settlement payment shall be retained by the Attorney General for attomeys’ fees
and: costs incurred by the Chantable Trusts Section, pursuant fo Government Code sections 12598 |
and 12586.2, and shall be used excluswely by the Charitable Trusts Section for the administration |

5. General Provisions

51 Upon the successful completion of all terms of this Settlement Agreemeet, the
Settling Parties hereby release and diseharge each other party, his/her/its employees, officers,
agents, successors anci assigns from all civil liability, civil ciﬁims, and civil damages known to
them that relate te, or arise from, the allegations set forth in the Complaint. The release and
disoharge set forth in this paragraph is binding only on the barties to th1s Settlement Agreement,
Further, this release and discharge shall not be construed to imit or prevent any party’s ability to
enforce the terms of thls Settlement Agreement

5.2 This Settlement Agreement shail not constl‘mte an adm1ssmn or finding of any
wrongdomg, fault, vmla’uon of law, or liability of any of the Settlmg Defendants.
